
Testimonial Fete Honors Landes 


Nearly 200 business and civic leaders, 
city and governmental officials and 
heads of Southland Chambers of Com¬ 
merce honored Glenn W. Landes for his 
42 years of service to the community at 
a testimonial dinner at the Verdugo 
Club April 24. 

Landes, who recently retired after 12 
years as general manager of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, received six resolu¬ 
tions of commendation from govern¬ 
ment and organizations and a major gift 
certificate from his many friends to ap¬ 
ply toward furnishing his Lake Isabella 
home. 

Tributes came from all over the na¬ 
tion in the form of telegrams and letters, 
including ones from Rep. H. Allen Smith, 
News-Press Publisher Carroll W. Par- 
cher, who was in the hospital recuper¬ 


ating from surgery, close friends and 
Chamber of Commerce leaders and one 
son in New York who could not be 
here for the event. 

Resolutions of commendation were 
presented Landes by President Paul B. 
Boyd of the Chamber of Commerce; 
Supervisor Warren Dorn, on behalf of 
the Los Angeles County Board of Super¬ 
visors; Assemblyman Carlos Moorhead, 
on behalf of the California State As¬ 
sembly; Mayor Kenneth Stephens; 
Wellington Love, administrative assist¬ 
ant to Sen. John Harmer, on behalf of 
the California State Senate; and How¬ 
ard Hill, president of the Glendale Jun¬ 
ior Chamber of Commerce. 

Tributes to Landes, all representing 
various phases of his civic life, were 
given by Dr. Eugene Boring (for the 


Junior Chamber); Roland Bush, retired 
banker (for the Lions Club); Glenn 
Cornwell, president of the Central Shop¬ 
ping District Merchants Association (for 
business life); President George Warner 
of the Verdugo Club (for Verdugo Club 
leadership) ; and Boyd (for his work in 
the Chamber of Commerce), Slide pic¬ 
tures were also shown of his early days 
in Glendale. 

Landes, a one-time winnpr of the Jun¬ 
ior Chamber’s Distinguished Service 
Award as the city’s outstanding young 
man, was also president of. the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce, the senior Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, the. Glendale Lions 
Club, the Verdugo Club, and this yeap 
ended a term as president of the Cali¬ 
fornia Association of Chamber of Com¬ 
merce Executives. During his many 
years of civic work, he served as chair¬ 
man of the Mayor’s Off-Street Parking 
Committee and was instrumental in ob¬ 
taining the DeLew-Cather report undet* 
which Glendale’s entire off-street park¬ 
ing program is predicated. 

As general manager of the Chambef 
of Commerce, he built up membership 
from 600 to 1,000, brought some 30 new 
companies into Glendale and was instru¬ 
mental in retaining many large busi¬ 
ness and industrial firms for the city. 

In addition to his Chamber duties here 
and on the state and national levels, 
Landes still maintained a heavy civic 
schedule that saw him participate ih 
the building of a strong retail and indus¬ 
trial community and in the work of the 
Red Cross, United Way, Community 
Chest and other local organizations. 

The event, arranged and sponsored by 
the Chamber of Commerce, was directed 
by Boyd, who served as general chair¬ 
man, and by Aulden Schlatter, the 
Chamber’s general manager. Charles 
B. Briley, assistant city manager and 
long-time close friend of Landes, served 
as master of ceremonies.

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General Membership Meet Slated 


A general membership meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce, at which school 
district and city government officials 
and administrators would be invited to 
discuss problems of mutual interest, was 
approved by the organization’s board of 
directors at its May meeting. 

Time and place of the meeting was 
left in the hands of Aulden Schlatter, 
general manager, for handling. 

The Chamber’s Education Committee 


had recommended to the board that it 
again sponsor another civic luncheon 
such as the one it held last year at the 
Verdugo Club to let Board of Education 
members meet Chamber directors and 
business leaders. Schlatter, however, 
felt that both school board and city 
government officials and administrators 
should attend another one and suggested 
that such a luncheon could be in the 
form of a general membership meeting. 


The committee, in a report to the 
board, expressed concern over the still- 
vacant post of coordinator between the 
schools and business community which 
was eliminated at the time the school 
system was forced to slash its budget 
because of shortage of funds. 

Congressional Committee recommen¬ 
dations getting board endorsement in¬ 
cluded proposed legislation of $75 mil¬ 
lion (HR-5037) for federal assistance to 
state and local law enforcement, Uni¬ 
form Monday Holidays (HR-15951) 
(with the exception of federalizing 
Columbus Day on the second Monday 
in October), and the bill limiting federal 
expenditures (HJ-1150) to $139.4 billion 
for fiscal 1969. Directors said they are 
still opposed to the occupational health 
and safety measure, which it acted upon 
last month, but intends to send out por¬ 
tions of an article on the subject pub¬ 
lished by Nation’s Business so that its 
members who would be greatly affected 
by the measure can study what it terms 
“a dangerous piece of legislation” for 
large employers and their employees. 

Directors Favor 
Continuance of 
Extra Sales Tax 

The state’s one-half per cent sales tax 
that goes off the books as law July 1 
should be continued and used to relieve 
property taxes, the board of directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce said at its 
May meeting. 

Acting on the recommendation of its 
State Affairs Committee, the board vot¬ 
ed its approval of continuing the tax 
providing the $159 million raised annu¬ 
ally by the one-half per cent is applied 
to tax relief through use in education 
and other areas that would normally 
cause a property tax increase. 

The board said it felt that the sales 
tax method was the most equitable form 
of tax and for this reason, and on this 
basis of projected use, would support its 
continuance. 

At the same time, the board voiced 
strong opposition to proposed Assembly 
Bill 101 calling for financing of the pro¬ 
posed Rapid Transit District by means 
of a sales tax. 

The board, which has previously op¬ 
posed the RTD in its present planning 
stage as not being beneficial to Glen¬ 
dale area residents, said the financing 
plan would cost Glendale area taxpay¬ 
ers $1.6 million annually for 45 years. 
The committee had recommended to the 
board that it not endorse this measure.
